The western “cougar,” termed vari 


ously accordit to 


ocal ctice in 
different | ts of North A rica as 
“panther,” “mountain or “cata 
mount,” ete., is our largest member of 


the cat family It is considered a pre 
datory animal and as such has been 
hunted so peristently that it Is almost 
extinct in the United States except In 
fn few remote districts of our western 
mountains, 

Consederably smaller than the cou 
gar, the true lynx is still quite a bit 
larger than the common bobeat or bay 
lynx, The real lynx ts a very shy an 
imal and rarely thrives where the land 
has been ranched or farmed to any 
extent. ‘The bobcat, more like the 
coyote, often lives right under the nose 
of some harussed farmer, being espe- 
cintly adept at stealing chickens or 
other farmyard birds 

Of the three felines mentioned, the 
bobeat cun be said as having the most 
tructable disposition, as neither the 
lynx nor the cougar submit readily to 
human training. The cougar somewhat 
resembles the female African lion tn 
appearance, yet it is rarely used as a 
show animal, chietly because It Is a

many years before improved methods 
of soap making were introduced,

In some parts of the world soap 
making is even now carried out in 
much the same way as in Roman 
times.

Blueberry Betty—Mix two cupfuls 
of soft bread crumbs (packed solidly) 
with one-half cupful of melted but 
ter. Arrange in a buttered baking 
dish in alternate layers with two cup 
fuls of blueberries, sprinkle with two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, a pinch of 
salt and a little lemon juice, Cover 
the top with crumbs and bake 20 min- 
utes, Remove the cover and continue 
baking until the crumbs are brown. 
Serve with hot sweetened cream, 

Raspberry Charlotte Russe—Soak 
two tablespoonfuls of gelatin In one 
third of a cupful of cold water, dis 
solve over hot water, cool slightly and 
add to one and one-half cupfuls of 
strained raspberry pulp and the juice, 
two-thirds of a cupful of sugar, one 
teaspoonful of orange extract. Set the 
dish in a bowl of chipped ice and stir 
constantly until the mixture begins 
to thicken, then 
half cupfuls of heavy cream whipped 
until stiff. Turn into individual molds 
lined with thin slices of sponge cake. 
Chill and serve, 

Blackberry Roll—Koll a rich biscuit 
dough one-fourth ef an inch in thick- 
ness, Spread with fresh raspberry 
jam, Roll like a jelly roll, moisten 
the edges and press them together as 
securely as possible. Dip a cloth into 
boiling water, wring out in another 
cloth, dredge the hot cloth with flour 
and tle up the roll in the cloth, al 
lowing room for rising. Cover with 
bolling water and cook two hours, or 
place in a steamer and steam one 
hour. Cover closely while cooking. 
Remove from the cloth to a hot plat- 
ter and serve with cream and sugar 
or a foamy sauce,

Thimonnier was a tailor, but, once 
he began to work on his Idea, he be- 
came so engrossed in it that he neg- 
lected his own business to the point 
of ruin, and many of his neighbors 
roundly declared that he was a mad- 
man. He persevered in his experi- 
ments, which were the more difficult 
because he had not even an element- 
ary knowledge of mechanics, and in 
1830 took out his first patent.

realized the great potentiality of Thi- 
monnier’s invention, and installed him 
in a workshop in Paris. 


Helium Production
